his Eſtates of Parliament, by ſeveral * paſt in the ſecond „ 
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Parliament , reſtored the Church toit's ancient and right Government 
by Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and hath redintigrated the eſtate of Biſhops 
to the exerciſe of their Epiſcopal Function, and to all the Priviledges, 
Dignities, Juriſditions , and Poſſeſſions due and formerly belonging 
thereunto. And in further order to the ſettlement of the Church, and 
bringing the Miniſters to aducacknowledgment of, and complyance 
with, the Government thercof thus eſtabliſhed by Law . His Majeſty, 
with advice foreſaid, hath alſo Statute and Ordained , That all theſe 
Miniſters , who entred to the Cure of any Paroch without Right or 
Preſentations from the lawful Patron ; in and ſince the year, onethouſand 
fix hundred and fourty nine, and ſhould nor, betwixt and the twentieth 
of September laſt, obtain Preſentations from their ſeveral Patrons, 
and Collation from the Biſhop of the Dioceſs where they lived, ſhould 
have no right to the uplifting the Rents of any Benefice or Stipend for 
the year, one thouſand fix hundred and ſixty two, but that their 
Places, Benofices and Kirks ſhould be, zpſo j ure, vacand : And that 
whatever Minifters ſhould , without a lawtull excuſe to be admitted 
by their ordinary, abſent themſelves from the dioceſian Aſſembly, or 
who ſhould not concur in all the Acts of the Charch-diſcipline, as 
they ſhauld be thereunto required by the Archbiſhop or Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs., ſhould be for the firft fault ſuſpended from their Office and 
Beneftcetill the next diocefian Meeting; and it they amend not, ſhould 
be deprived, and the Church and Benefice to be provided as in other 
caſes of vacancies. And the King's MHajeſty, having reſolved. to con- 
ferve and maintain-the Church in the preſent State and Government 
thereofby Archbiſhops and Biſhops , and others bearing office there. 
in, and not to endure nor give way or connivance to any variation 
therein in the leaſt, Doth therefore, with advice and conſent of His 
Eſtates conyeencd in this third Seſſion of His Parliament, Ratifie and 
Approve the afore · mentioned Ads and Laws made in the to former 
Seſsions of Parliament, in order to the ſetling of Epiſcopal Dignity, 
Juriſdiction and Authority within this Kingdom; and Ordains them 
to ſtand in full force as publick Laws of the Kingdom, and to be put 
to fut ther execution in all points conform to the tenor thereof. And in 
purſuance of His Mæjeſties Royal reſolution herein, His Majeſty, with 
advice aforeſaid, doth recommend to the Lords of His Majeſties 
Privy Council, to take ſpee dy and effectual courſe , that theſe Acts 
receive ready and due obedience from all His Majeſties Sub, ects; 
And for that end, that nay call before them all ſuch Miniſters , who, 
having centred in or ſince the year one thouſand fix hundred and fourr 

nine, and have nat as yet obtained Preſentations and Collations, 
aforeſaid, yet dared to preach in contempt ofthe Law , and to puniſh 
them as feditious perſons and contemners of the Royal Authority.

Subjects, a due acknowledgment of, and hearty complyance with, *

bliſned by Law within this Kingdem, and that in order thereunto 
they will give their chearfull concurrence, countenance and aſſiſt ance to 
uch Miniſters, as by publick Authority are or ſhall be admitted in 
their ſeveral Paroches, and attend all the ordinary Meetings for divine 
Worſhip inthe ſame, So His cHjefty doth Declare, That He will, 
and doth, account a with-drawing from, and not keeping and joyning 
in, theſe Meetings, to be ſeditious, and of dangerous example and con- 
ſequence.

tic of Merchandizing, Trading, and all other Priviledges within 
Burgh, and fourth part of their moveables. And His Mjefty, with 
advice foreſaid, doth hereby authorize arid require the Lords of His 
Majeſties Privy Couacil, to be carefull to ſee this AR put to due exe- 
cution z and for that end, to call before them all ſuch perſons as after

pounds upon che piece of ilk common Hat; t:irty fix pounds upon 
ilk dozen of worſtead Stocking, twenty four pounds upon the duzon 
of Stag-gloves z and twelve pounds upon the dozen of ſingle Stags, 
Cordivars, Kid or Shiverings z and twenty four ſhillings upon ilk 
pound of Tobacco, imported either for ſale or private uſe into this 
Kingdom from England , all Scots money; Be exacted, levied and 
collected; and fourſcore per cent. upon all other forts of Commo- 
dities imported into this Kingdom from England, and not particy- 
larly' named in this Act, and upon all the growth and manufaQury 
of that Kingdom, though imported from any other place, and that 
over and above all other impoſitions upon the ſame already.

H: Eſtates of Parliament eonſidering, what great ſums of money are 
carryed out of the Kingdom, by perſons, importers'of Corn hither 
from Ireland, who having (old their Corns, export the money with- 
out battering any of the Commodities of this Kingdom; whereby 
the whole Nation,particularly thoſe near adjacent parts of the King 
dom are much impoverifhed of money : And that it is juſt and reaſonable that 
the ſaid Corns ſhould bear Cuſtom, toward the increaſe of His* CHjefties 
Revenue, proportionably with other imported Commodities, eſpecially when 
the Corus of this Kingdom are fold at cafie rates Therefore, the King's Ha- 
jeſty. with advice and conſent of His Eftates of Parliament, Dbth hereby impoſs 
three pounds Scots of Cuſtom upon ilk boll, Linlithgow meaſure, of Corn im- 
ported into this Kingdom from Ireland, after the firſt day of September next; 
and appoints thirtie ſhillings Scots to be raiſed npon ilk boll already imported, 
and not yet retailed, conform to an AR of the Committee of Eſtates made there- 
anent, in anno, one thouſand fix hundred and fixty. But, leaſt the more indi 
ſort of people might be prejudged, by hightning the prices of the (aids Corus in 
time of dearth, under pretence of the ſaid Cuſtom ; Therefore, the King's 
Majeſty with advice and conſent foreſaid, doth hereby give power to the Lords 
Bis privy Council, t o temit and diſcharge the exacting of the ſaid Cuſtom, 
when chey ſhall find the prices of che Victual of this Kingdom, Meal and Barley 
reſpectivs, to exceed eight pounds the boll; And appoints the Lords of His 
Exchequer to cauſe put this AR to full execution, and cauſe che foreſaid Cu- 
ſtom be exaAly levied, with power to them to alloy ſuch fies to the Col- 
lectors thereof as they ſhall think fit.

RE 5 Oraſmuch, as His CMijeſfty and Eſtates of Parliament, taking to 
their confideration, the gteat contempt and negle& of the ſe- - 

veral Fewers and others lyable in payment of His CMajeftios 
2ST Rents, where. through (ootwithſtanding of the diligence and 
CC codeavours of His MHajeſtier Thehhurer priticipal, Theſaurer- 
depute, and others His Majeſties Officers appointed for the management of His 
Atajeſties Revenue) the ſame are not payed, or otherwiſe ſo unſeaſonably pay- 
ed, that it proves 2 great bindranee and prejudice to His Ajeſties Affairs. And 
finding ſeveral Acts of Patliament made for the timeous and ſeaſonable pay- 
ment of His Majeſtiet Rents as well conſtituting the time and fitting of Ex- 
chequer, to the effect that the perſons lyable in payment, might know both the 
time, place and perſons, where, when and to whom they ſhould compt and make 
payment of the ſaids Duties, as .lſo ſuch ſenſures and penalties as might induce 
them to due obedience thereto ; Particularly, the ſixty third Act, Par.eleventh, 
Holden by His Majeſties Grand- father of bleſſed memory, in a, one thoy- 
ſand five hundred and eighty ſeven, Ordaining the Exchequer to fit down the 
Grit day of Jwly yearly, and to continue to the laſt day of Anguſt theteafter re 
quiring not only the Theſaurer, Comptroller, Collector, their Deputesand other 
Officers, to be preſent and give their attendance during the laid time; but alſo, 

all perſons lyable in payment, who ought to make compt in Exchequer to be 

charged by Precepts to compear thereat, under the pain of fourty pounds tobe 

up- liſted by the Theſaurer; Ordaining Letters of Horning to be directed againſt 

them for payment thereof, and that the ſaids perſons 15 attend for makit 

of the ſaids accompts to the cloſe thereof; and in caſe of: Yiſobedience: tothe 

ſaid Precept, that they be charged of new at the Mercat-croſgof Edinburgh, and 

in caſe of their diſobedience to the aid — to be denounced Rebels at the ſaid

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Croſs ; which denuonciation is declared to be as ſufficient, as 
it the ſame were at the head Burgh of the Shire where the per- 
ſon liveth., and that the Horning be regiltrate in the The. 

ſaurers books or Sheriff books of Edinburgh. And ſicklike, by the ſi xty 
fifth Act of the ſaid Parliament, All Chambcrlains and other Re- 
ceivers of His Majeſties Rents, as well heretable as moveable, are 
ordained to find caution to the Theſaurer in Edinburgh, for making 
compt at the ordinar time of Exch:quer, and payment within twenty 
dayes after the terme. And allo, by the eighty Act of the ſaid Par- 
liament, it is Ordained, that Letters be directed, charging the 
Sheriffs, under the pain of tebelion; with certification, &c. to find 
caution , Burgeſſes Indwellers in Edinburgh, that they ſhall ycarly 
make their accompts in Exchequer, and pay all things reſting owing 
to the King's Wajeſty , by vertue of their office. And ficklike, 
by the two hundxed and thirty Act, Parliament fourtcenth, anno, 
one thouſand five hundred and ninety four; not only the foreſaid 
Act is ratified and approven; but alſo, all Chamberlains, Fewers, 
Cuſtomers, Bailies of Burroughs, and Sheriffs. and others intromet- 
tors with the foreſaids Rents, are ordained to find caution Burgeſſes 
of Edinburgh, for yearly compearing and making compt in Exche- 
quer. And ſicklike, by another A, Parliament fifteen, AR two hun- 
dted and ſixty two, for preventing of the prejudice that did then 
ariſe, through the not timeous pay ment of the foreſaids Rents, pay- 
able out of the High- lands and Iſles, the ſaids Fewers are Ordained 
to find caution to the Exchequer, for yearly and thank full payment 
of the yearly Rents, Duties and Services due and payable forth of the 
Lands poſſeſt and occcupied by them, or any other in their names; 
wherein it they failed, their pretended Infeftments, and other Rights 
and Titles they have to any of their Lands, either property or ſupe- 
riority, are declared forfault and null. Which whole Acts of Par- 
liament reſpectiuè above · mentioned, The Kings Majeſty and Eſtates 
of Parliament, taking of new to their conſideration; and finding no 

means could have been more probable and conduceable, for prevent- 

ing of theſe prejudices and obſtructions that have ariſen to His M ajeſties 
Affairs, through the not timely payment of His Rents: and that the 
neglect of the exact putting of the ſzids Acts to exccution, hath 
been the only fount in from whence theſe have ſprung. Therefore, 
and for preventing of the ſame in the future, the King's Hajeſty,

ſtrate in the Theſaurers or general Regiſters of Hornings : Which 
charge, denounciation and regiſtration reſpective, the * Majeſty 
and Eſtates of Parliament Declares to be as ſufficient, to all purpoſes 
and intents, as if the ſame charge were given to them perſonally at 
their dwelling houſes, and the denounciation at the head Burgh of the 
Shire where they live, and the ſame regiſtrate in the Sheriff Books 
thereof.

ACT conceining Beggars and Vagabond. 


Ur Soveraiga Lord, conſidering the many laudable Acts 
of Parliament , made by His Majefties Royal Piede- 
ceſſors for' relief of the Poor , and for conſtraining of 
Beggars, Vagabounds and idle Perſons to take them- 
ſelves to lawfull Callings, that they might not be bur- 
denſom and diſ- gracefull to the Kingdom: Eſpecially 
the ſeyenth Act of the ſixth Parliament of His Majeſfties Royal 
Stand- father King James the ſixth of happy memory; Ordaining 
the names of the Poor of ilk Paroch, and ſuch as muſt be neceſſarily 
ſuſtained by almes, to be taken up, and to tax and ſtint the perſom 
within the Paroch, 4tcording to the eſtimation of their ſubſtance, with- 
out exception of perſons, to ſuch weekly charges and contributions 
as ſhould be thought ſufficient to ſuſtairithe ſaid poor People: And 
the hundred and fixty eight Act of the fifteenth Parliament of King 
James the ſixth, Ratifying the former Act; with this addition, That 
ſtrong Beggars, with their Bairns, be imployed in common Works, 
and that they ſhal continue ſervants therein during their life: times. And 
conſidering the tenth Act of the. two and twentieth Parliament of His 
ſaid Royal Grand: father King Fames-the ſixth, Recommending to all 
His good Subjects, to take into their ſervice poor and 5 Chil- 
dren , declaring that they ſhall be ſubject to their ſaid Maſters, their 
Heirs and Afignes, in all kind of ſervice chat ſhall be enjoyned to them, 
untill they paſs their age of thirty years compleat , and that they ſhall 
be Subject to their Maſters correction and chaſtiſement in all manner of 
puniſhment (life and torture excepted) and thar if it ſhall bappen the 


ſaid perſons to abſent themſelyes from their Maſters ſervice without 


their licence , not only to be lyable to bodily puniſhment at their 

Maſters difcretion , but that all. recepters of them ſhall be ob- 
liged to reſtore them to their Maſters, within. twenty four bours 
after they be required, otherwiſe , to pay to their ſaid Maſters, ten 
ſhillings Scots tor ilk dayes abſence till they be reſtored. And His 
Majeſty conſidering, that the chief cauſe , whereby the foreſaids Acts 
have proven in-<ffectual, and that V agabounds and idle Perſons do yet 
ſo much abound, hath been, that there were few or no common 
Works. then erected in the Kingdom, who might take and imploy 


the ſaid idle Perſons in their ſetvice; and that now, by His Majefties 


Princely care, common Works for Manufacturies of divers forts , are 
ſetting up in this Kingdom; Therefore, His Majeſty ,- with advice 
and conſent of His Eſtates in Parliament, Ratifies and Approves the 
foreſaids Acts of Parliament, with this addition, That it ſhial} be lei- 
ſum to all Perſons or Societies, who have or ſhall ſet up any Hau-

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facturies within this Kingdom, to ſeize upon and apprehend the per- 
ſons of any Vagabonds , who ſhall be found an or who being 


Maſterle ſs and out of ſervice, have not where with to maintain them- 
ſelves by their own means or work ; and to imploy them for their ſer- 
vice as they ſhall ſee fit, the ſame being done with the advice of the re- 
ſpective Magiſtrates of the place where they ſhall be ſeized upon;
